Springfield, 111., Dec. 12—Re- 


cipients of old age pension and 
blind assistance allowances will 
receive allowances above $40 a 
month to provide needed medical 
care, as a result of action of the 
Illinois Public Aid Commission, 
iis public aid director, Raymond 
M. Hilliard, reported today to Gov. 
Dwight H. Green. This change in 
the regulations becomes, effective 
Jan. 1, 1945. 


The allowances above $40 a 


month under this expanded health 
program are to be met entirely 
from state funds, Hilliard pointed 
out. 
Monthly allowances of S40 


and less are matched by the fed- 
eral government through the So- 
cial Security Board. 
Assistance 


given above S40 a month must be 
met entirely from state funds. 


In order to take advantage of 


federal 
matching 
in 
providing 


medical care, the present system 
of increasing: monthly allowances 
to 540 over a 12-month period 
when needed, will be continued 
under the new program. If such 
an increase is not sufficient to 
provide proper medical care, the 
monthly allowance may be in- 
creased to the extent that total al- 
lowance will not exceed ST5. 


Direct to Hospital 


The plan further provides that 


the portion of hospital charges 
-vhich-would cause a grant to ex- 
ceed S40 will be paid directly to 
the hospital. All costs for doc- 
tors, drugs, hospitals, and other 
health needs, not previously in- 
cluded in the recipient's grant up 
to the date of death, will be paid 
directly to the person of institu- 
tion rendering such medical care, 
provided there are no resources 
available to meet these costs. 


This action is described by Hil- 


liard as "another step by the com- 
mission in its attack on the health 
problems of those receiving public 
assistance." 


Under the new program, the 


commission will assume direct re- 
sponsibility in all instances in pro- 
viding needed medical care for 
people being assisted under these 
programs, and thereby assure a 
•uniform standard of medical care 
throughout the state for these 
people. 


This is the second action of the 


commission under which increased 
allowances'are made'available to 
these recipients -to meet needs re- 
sulting from' illness. At its meet- 
ing of September 29 the commis- 
sion authorized allowances above 
the S40 a month maximum.to pro- 
vide nursing home care for those 
who require it.

Selective Service and manpower 


officials give assurances this will 
not happen. 


They declare that so long as 


registrants

are clearly in essential work they 
will not be affected. 'On the other

—can just as surely expect clas- 
sification in 1-A. 


It has not been determined yet

Can Get Renewals 


Any registrant whose job quali-

terest of the war effort." 
The 


amended regulations are expect- 
ed to set forth some specific con- 
ditions under which a job shift 
may be allowed. 


It is quite likely that one requi- 


site will be a certificate of avail- 
ability from the War Manpower 
Commission. 
These are required 


now under the commission's prior- 
ity referral plan, but the lack of 
a statutory penalty has resulted 
in limited effectiveness. 


Utilization of the draft threat 


will tighten enforcement of the 
system so far as men under 38 are 
concerned. 


In fact, manpower officials con- 


tend, this measure alone may turn 
up most of the 90,000 additional 
workers needed quickly on the

shipping eggs ovciscas—to Europe 
and North Africa—with very sat- 
isfactory results. 


In the last six months they've 


shipped over 400,000 cases across. 
Less than 2 per cent were broken 
and the quality of the eggs was 
good. 


You say, "How could it be?"

A study of the wartime pattern 


of saving- and spending of 340 
Illinois farm families who keep 
home account books in coopera- 
tion with the extension service oi 
the University of Illinois College 
ol 
Argriculturc 
indicates 
that 


even though the families' income 
were double m 1943, they bought 
less and saved more than in 1941. 


This study reveals that the farm 


families saved two and one-Halt 
times as much in 1943 as in 19-13, 
and instead of engaging in any 
reckless 
spending- 
spree, 
they 


actually cut their level of living-. 


Although the amount spent tor 


farm living- was 14, per cent more 
than the amount spent in 1941, 
the money really bought less be- 
oonso nnfpp increased 29 per cent 
during that period. 


The* report, which was prepared 


by Mrs. Ruth Crawford Freeman 
and Miss lier.o Crouch, University 
home account specialists, reveals 
that the families spent on the

welfare, 44 per cent more for 
medical care. 50 per cent less on 
transportation, 17 per cent less on 
equipment and furnishings and 14 
per cent more on total family ex- 
penditures.

total amount in the entire crop, 
including the mots, tops and beans.

fectious abortion in their herds 
were cautioned this week by the 
department of animal 
pathology 


and hygiene. University of Illinois 
college of agriculture, against the 
possibility of permitting the dis- 
ease to spread from their swine 
to their cattle herds 


The department urged Lhat all 


possible precautions be taken and 
emphasized that clean herds of 
beef and dairy cattle can contract 
the swin type of disease through 
contact with infected sows. 


Repeated tests of all swine of 


breeding age is necessary to de- 
tect all infected animals. 
The 


disease is widespread and may or 
may not be characterized by the 
common symptoms. 


Infected sows may give girtl 


to normal litters, and boars may 
be infected and transmit the dis 
ease in breeding". 


Some Herds Difficult 


Mildly infected herds have bee; 


cleaned up successfully, but herds" 
that arc extensively infected pre- 
sent a more difficult problem, the 
department declares. 


However, pigs that have been 


farrowed by infected sows have 
been reared free from the disease. 
In this way, valuable blood lines 
have been salvaged from herds 
that have been badly 
infected. 


Fattening 
infected 
animals for 


the market is recommended. 


Disinfection of farrowing houses 


and clean ground is of value In 
stamping out the disease.

This year, for the fust time. 


married women workers outnum- 
bered single women workers. 


And only a comparatively small 


part of them were marnsa to 
service men. 


But will married women want 


to keep on working after the war 
when veterans come back in mill- 
lions? 


A lot of them will have to hold 


jobs—in the opinion of the Wom- 
en's Bureau of the Labor depart- 
ment—and there will 
be 
more 


married women working after Uie 
war than 
before. 
The 
bureau 


says: 


This is the way the 
women's 


bureau sees it: 


Single women formerly made up 


the greater part of this country's 
woman labor force. 
Now an in 


creasing number of married wom- 
en have to work. This is a factor 
in the American 
economy that 


cannot be ignored. 


Efforts 
to push the 
married 


woman out of the labor market 
only because she's married, may 
result in 
unwarranted 
family 


hardship. 


In an increasing number of in- 


stances her earnings are neces- 
sary to support the new home. In 
many cases she could not marry 
unless her earnings helped estab- 
lish the home. 


In perhaps more cases she coulc 


not marry unless she continued 
to shoulder' her pre-marriage re- 
sponsibilities 
m 
her 
parents 


home. 


This is steadily becoming more 


true because of the increase in 
the proportion of older persons in 
the population. 


Probably a million and a half 


married women, living at home 
with their husbands, have qui 
working- during the war. 


This indicates that those able to 


do so in general are likely to re- 
turn to their homes. 
But— 


Those who remain in their oc 


cupations find it necessary to do 
so for some reason. 


In the postwar period married 


women should not be discriminat 
ed against in employment for rea 


sons—Such as their marriage— 
which have nothing to do wltl 
their working ability.
